John Ben Shepperd, president ol the 
West Texas C ham ber of Com merce, a n ­ 
nounced this week that the WTCC plans 
to em bark on a study of the problem s of 
West Texas small towns. 


This study, if carried out properly an d 
followed up, could be of trem endous b e n ­ 
efit to towns such as ours. 


C. L. Cooke, president of Com munity 
Public Service C om pany of Fort W orth 
has b een n am ed to h ead this Special 
Task Force. A 
blue ribbon" panel of 25 
West Texans, to be nam ed shortly, will 
conduct an in depth study and e v a lu a ­ 
tion of the problems, resources an d poten­ 
tialities of towns under 12,000 population, 
according to Shepperd. 
Too marc/ people", Shepperd said, 
are willing to write off small towns but 
w e cannot do this if we w ant West Texas 
to grow a n d prosper." 
The study will include exhaustive re ­ 
search surveys, conferences in Austin and 
W ashington a n d town hall type m eetings 
and hearings in small towns of West Tex­ 
as The hearings will develop w ays an d 
m eans of utilizing existing assets a n d 
m ethods of accenting the cultural, e d u c a ­ 
tional recreational and industrial oppor­ 
tunities of the smaller towns. 
According to Shepperd the Special 
Task Force is a gro u p for planned action 
an d riot an acad em ic study, The g roup 
will seek to determ ine what the small 
town has a n a w h a t it is possible for them 
to have w hat assistance is needed, if any, 
from the State a n d Federal governments: 
w hat the metropolitan a reas m ay do to 
assist small tow ns within their spheres of 
influence growth patterns of small towns 
an d the reasons for losses or gains, the 
developm ent of criteria as to w hat an ag- 
gressive small town, with proper le a d e r­ 
ship, c in expect in the w a y of industrial 
developm ent, tourism 
cultural d ev elo p ­ 
ment, 
m d retention of young people in 
their community The study will also eval­ 
uate av ailab le F ederal program s an d ser­ 
vices as well ai those possible aid s from 
tee .halo a g e n u 
that will be helpful in 
att ar .n j tl„e ; als set by the individual 
city 
The results of this study, which will 
be coml letec by M arch 31, will be su m ­ 
marized in a White Paper" published by 
WT CC TI. is publication will be distribut­ 
ed to w aders m small towns for guid an ce 
of their action program s an d to en a b le 
them t > utilize t.ieir assets.

John Ben Shepperd, president of the 
West Texas Chamber of Commerce, a n ­ 
nounced this week that the WTCC plans 
to embark on a study of the problems of 
West Texas small towns. 
This study, if carried out properly and 
followed up, could be of tremendous b e n ­ 
efit to towns such as ours. 
C. L. Cooke, president of Community 
Public Service Company of Fort Worth 
has been named to head this Special 
Task Force. A 
blue ribbon" panel of 25 
West Texans, to be nam ed shortly, will 
conduct an in-depth study and ev alua­ 
tion of the problems, resources and poten­ 
tialities of towns under 12,000 population, 
acc ording to Shepperd. 
‘Too many people", Shepperd said, 
"are willing to write off small towns but 
we cannot do this if we want West Texas 
to grow and prosper. 
The study will include exhaustive re­ 
search, surveys, conferences in Austin and 
Washington and town hall type meetings 
and hearings in small towns of West Tex­ 
as The hearings will develop ways and 
means of utilizing existing assets and 
methods of accenting the cultural, ed u c a ­ 
tional, recreational and industrial oppor­ 
tunities of the smaller towns. 
According to Shepperd the Special 
Task Force is a qroup for planned action 
and not an academic study, The group 
will seek to determine what the small 
town has and what it is possible for them 
to have; what assistance is needed, if any, 
from the State and Federal governments; 
what the metropolitan areas may do to 
assist small towns within their spheres of 
influence; growth patterns of small towns 
and the reasons for losses or gains; the 
development of criteria as to what an a g ­ 
gressive small town, with proper leader­ 
ship, can expect in the way of industrial 
dr velopment, tourism, cultural develop­ 
ment, and retention of young people in 
their community. The study will also eval­ 
uate available Federal programs and ser­ 
vices as well as those possible aids from 
the State agencies that will be helpful in 
attaining tx.e goals set by the individual 
city. 
The results of this study, which will 
be completed by March 31, will be sum ­ 
marized in a "White Paper" published by 
WTCC This publication will be distribut­ 
ed to leaders in small towns for guidance 
of their action programs and to enable 
them to utilize their assets. 
This is the part that will determine 
the value of the program The whole ef­ 
forts of this committee will be wasted if 
the leaders at the local level just throw it 
all aside and forget about it.

According to a news release from the 
Texas Railroad Association the railroads 
paid $ 0,874 in taxes to the various taxing 
agencies within the county.

It would seem that the area cotton 
farmers are having their annual battle 
with the Department of Agriculture over 
skip-row planting patterns. 
The Department has ruled that skip- 
row penalties in effect for 1966 are also 
retroactive back through 1962. The ruling 
has the effect of saying that 2-2 cotton 
m easured as SO percent cotton in 1962 is 
no longer counted SO per cent cotton but 
is now counted 65 percent cotton in figur­ 
ing 1967 projected yields because this is 
the w ay it is m easured today. 
The Rolling Plains Cotton Growers is 
contending that the Department cannot 
change the rules of the game after the 
gam e has started. The Rolling Plains is 
also being unjustly penalized because we 
are no longer planting a predominant 
skip-row penalty pattern. Cotton farmers 
are now planting two and four cotton 
which has no penalty. 
The ruling by the department has the 
effect of taking pounds aw ay from Rolling 
Plains farmers a n a giving them to non- 
skip-row farmers in other areas. 
The ruling could cost farmers in the 
31 counties of the Rilling Plains to lose up 
to 4 million dollars in price support and 
diverted acreage payments in 1967. 
Fortunately, the Rolling Plains Cotton 
Growers and the Farmers Union seem to 
be making progress in getting some help 
w ith this ruling.
